Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  amend  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  mentioned,  the  Act  passed  in  the  Ses- 
sion held  in  the  tenth  and  eleventh  years,  of  Her 
Majesty's  Reign,  and  intituled.  An  Act  to  incorpo- 
rate the  Members  of  the  Medical  Profession  in  Lower

Board  of  Governors. 

I.  The  affairs  of  llie  Golle^^o  shall  bo  ronducted  by  a  Board 
of  Governors,  thirly-six  in  number ;  fifteen  of  whom  shall  be 
elected  from  amonj;  the  members  of  the  College,  resident  in 
the  Districts  of  Quebec  and  Gaspe  ;  fifteen  from  among  its 
members  resident  in  the  District  of  Montreal,  three  from 
among  its  members  resident  in  the  District  of  Three  Rivers 
and  tliree  from  among  its  members  resident  in  the  District 
of  St.  Francis,  and  of  the  said  Board  of  Governors  neither 
more  nor  less  than  eight  shall  be  resident  in  the  City  of

Montreal.

the  President,  and  must  fui  is  i  security  to  the  amount  of 
(£100)  one  hundred  pounds  i  l    rency. 

III.  Tiie  registrar  shall  receive  as  rcnnunoration,  the  sum 
of  (£12  10s.  Od.l  twelve  pounds  ten  shillings  currency  annual- 
ly out  of  the  Contingent  Fund.

52,  (May  30ih,  18i0,)  shall  be 
admitted  a  memb::'r  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons until  after  the  expiration  of  four  years. 

II.  All  applications  for  membership  must  bo  accompanied 
by  a  document  signed  by  two  members  of  the  College,  tes- 
tifying as  to  the  moral  ([ualifications  of  the  applicant,  which 
document  must  be  handed  to  the  Secretary  at  least  ten  days 
before  the  day  of  Meeting.
